London, May 28— Tha recent air 
raids far Into the German Interior 
arc arousing popular demands ror cr- 
ndcntly planned and unlntermpted 

air drives that will jiaraly/e the em- 
pire industrially and crush the (!er- 
inan morale. The rally snininaries 
of enemy machines shot down and 
tonnage, of bombs dropped are eager- 
ly followed. The keynote of the press 
comment Is that if the aretal weapon 
is nseil riilhlessly the war can be 
liriiimht lo a triuiniihant concliislon. 

F Kclhnvay. iiarliaiiii'iiiery sec- 
retary for the ministry for ninnitious, 
hits the popular view In %n interview 
t^day in which he tays: 

"It Is clear that we have reached 
superiority In the air, both as regards 
personnel and materiai. If we nse 
this superiority wltlmnl liiniiiiiinns. 
except for the regard for luimaiiily 
which the Drltlsh always observe, uc 
can bring the war to a successful con- 
cliislon by air drives." 

While pleased with the recent suc- 
cess of British flights Into Cermany, 
experts and others voice a dennind 
for more effective and sustained 
honihin.i; raids along the Rhine valley 
where five-sixths of the German mnni- 
tlons are made. 

British troops again oarrled'out a 
number of raids at various sectors 
durInK tlie last 24 hours, nefflng them 
nnnicrous prisoners and some ma-, 
chine guns. The Germans tried 
several times to penetrate the French 
and British lines but were Invariably 
driven back with losses. Artillery 
activity continues In all of the vital 
sectors of ihe front between Ypres 
and Olse.

The Roman Legion is an association purely of Italians through 
out the country— the first nationa] organization of Italians in AnuT 
iea. Its purpose is to present sy.stciuatically to Italians in Amerie. 
and Americans extraction the true situation with regard lo (fer 
many's efforts to induence the Italian mind and to sho them tha. 
America is entirely in sympathy with out Italian ally. 

These two organizations an.l the cause they repiesent sIhuiIu 
receive the heartiest support of every loyal and intelligent .Vmeri 
can citizen. Every man, woman and child in the land should wear 
the colors of Italy today as o rc( tnsecration of our national faith in 
the spiritual kinship of Qaralia Id .ind Wa.shington.

Onljr the quickest action ImaglnaMe, 
which iDdoded the shipment ot tre- 
mendous quantities of hospital sup- 
plies from Bed Cross stores In France, 
OB as large parebasss In Italy, 
made the emergency work of the 
iiaierican Bed Cross possible during 
the recent distress in Italy brouKbt 
about by the rout of the Italian army. 

Xo such nil8.slon for human help tins 
ever seen the like of this heroic v > rk 
by the American Red Cross In Ita1.\'. 

For the winter's needs it was found 
that 750 tons of hospital supplies V ' re 
required, and these were ordereil In 
America for immediate delivery to 
Italy. 

Some of the things ordered were nn- 
aesthetlci, surgical Instruments, rub- 
ber goods, enamel ware, gauze, nb- 
aorhent cotton and drug.s.

THE hope of the world is not alone 
that the amies of humanity will 
be victorious, but that the spirit and 
purpose of our warfare will prevail in 
our victory. The hope of the world 
is in the Red Cross, because the Red 
jOross is voicing this spirit and pur- 
pose that niu.st, through the force of 
our arms, triumph. Just to the de- 
gree that we can evidence this Red 
Cross spirit of mercy and brother- 
hood we will hold true in tlio dan- 
gerous hour of victory to the ideals 
that have forced us into the trenches 
in the defense of human rights and 
human liberty. 

The one sane and saving thought 
in this delhrium of death that now 
possesses the world is the Red Cross. 

Wherever the storms of battle 
hell rage, amid the fires of ruthless 
destraotion, in trench and camp and 
hospital, these soldiers of mercy with 
heroism unsurpassed are carrying the 
flag of the highest conceivable ideals 
of humanity. The ideals for which 
our armies have taken tlie tiold are, 
by these unarmed hosts, proclaimed 
to friend and foe, in that unmistakar 
ble language of universal mercy and 
brotherhood. In the tenii.'^ of wa.><ted 
towns rebuilt, of broken humanity 
salvaged, of dying children rescued, 
of desolate f^unilies succored, the Red 
Gross declares the cause for which we 
war and proclaims the principles and 
ideals that must and will in the end 
prevail. Above the thunder of the 
guns, the roar of exploding mines, 



the crash of bllen cities and the cries 
of tortured himumity, the voice of 
the Red Cross carries clear and strong 
the one message of hope to our war* 
burdened world. 

The black horror of this worid'i 
crisis would be unbearable were it 
not for tlio spirit and work of this 
mighty force. The normal mind re- 
fuses to contemplate the situation 
without this saving power. 

It is the knowledge that in every 
city, town and hamlet, men, women 
and children are united in this work 
of declaring to the world, through 
the Red Cross, our message of mercy 
and brotherhood, that keeps our 
hearts from sinking under the burden 
of woe and sustains our foith in htt* 
man kind. It is the constant daily, 
almost hourly touch Mrith the Red 
Cross work that is felt by every citi- 
zen in the land, that insphres us with 
courage and hope. 

Out of this hell of slaughter the 
Red Cross will guide the warring na- 
tions to a heaven of world-wide peace 
and brotherhood. 

Because it is the living expression 
of those ideals and principles in de- 
fense of which we are giving our all 
in lives and nuiterial wealth — because 
on every field of death it is proclaim- 
ing its message of life— because it 
keeps ever before us and the world 
the cause for which we war — because 
it will preserve us in the hour of our 
victory from defeating ourselves— the 
Red Cross is the hope of the world.

For the betterment of their 
condition, and to allow the girl to get 
a proper education, the Alms Commlt- 
teee has been endeavoring to Induce 
the three to" take a home in the city 
almsbouse, but Mrs. Klllfi lias sloiiily 
and stubboriil;.' refused all efforts of 
the committee, and thus tboy are daily 
being forced to the extrem6 end of 
bitter poverty. 

Wenesday morning the mother and 
-«hlld were haled into Judge Pumell's 
Juvenile Court, and after hoariiii; 
numerous testimony. I lie .TudRC order- 
ed the girl taken fi-oni the niotlior, and 
she was sent by her guardian, Mr. W. 
T. Cummins, In care of Miss Hughos 
of the City Mission, to St. Joseph Or- 
phanage at Newport, to remain until 
she became 18 years of age. Through 
the kindness of Mr. Tim nuckley, the 
child was given a complete new out- 
fit. 

In some manner she !;nt out of the 
Institution, went to Fort Thonia.s, 
where she met a Maysville soldier, 
who gave her money jind atae arrived 
' In this city yesterday afternoon. 

Roth the mother and child will he 
taken before County Judgi' I'urnell to- 
day and a jury will detrrmino what Is 
to he done with this girl. 

To those who have had to handle 
this case the worry has been great, 
all trying to do the thing that was 
absolutely the best for the three un- 
fortunates, hut through Afrs. Rills' 
abntinate ways were blocked and it is 
a lilty there is not some law whereby 
such eases could he disposed Of with- 
out so much red tajio.
